In reparatio ns by Germany sho ws that the So viets

so many bags o f go ld, so many tares o f wheat, and so 
many head o f cattle. But in mo dern warfare repara­ 
tio ns are delusio ns. 
Wars co me to an end when o ne side is exhausted, 
and no lo ser can co mpensate a winner fo r his lo sses 
It's all the lo ser can do to keep bo dy and so ul to ­ 
gether. As fo r the victo r snatching an astro no mical 
figure o ut o f the air and demanding payment In that 
amo unt, it J ust can't be do ne It wasn’t do ne after 
Wo rld War I and it will no t be do ne no w 
Russia first elected to take its •reparatio ns in the 
fo rm o f industrial equipment, but the plan has pro ved 
to be self-defeating. With transpo rtatio n difficulties, 
o bso lescence and German sabo tage, what equipment 
finally arrived in Russia was virtually useless. 
Russia's seco nd plan, to take reparatio ns fro m cur­ 
rent pro ductio n, has pro ved futile, to o , because dis­ 
mantled plants pro duce no go o ds Any future plans fo r 
reparatio ns fro m current pro ductio n must yield pre­ 
cedence to three indispensable prio rities: Occupatio n 
co sts, the necessity fo r pro viding the essentials fo r 
Germany's o wn survival, and the impo rts to pro vide 
pro ductio n materials. Thus, current pro ductio ns will 
be heavily mo rtgaged fo r years to co me. 
The o nly “ reparatio ns” RUfcsia can co unt o n are 
territo rial grants and utilizatio n o f German man­ 
po wer o n its o wn pro jects Beyo nd that, reparatio ns 
are a figment o f the imaginatio n and the Russians, 
who pride themselves o n their realistic o utlo o k, sho uld 
reco gnize that fact.

Three Do llar Wheat 
When tlie price o f wheat rase to $1 in the late 
19 30’s, it was hailed as a sign o f returning no rmalcy. 
Eco no mists have a leas pleasant name fo r the impetus 
which no w has sent it abo ve $3 fo r the seco nd time in 
the 9 9 -year histo ry o f the Chicago Bo ard o f Trade. 
American wheat prices have co vered a wide range. 
During Wo rld War I the price ro se to $3 01 and at the 
height o f the po st-war inflatio n in 19 20 it was $29 3 
Then came the bust. 
T h e ^ ic e fell 50 percent in a 
year and in April, 19 21, was do wh to $1.33. With the 
depressio n, the price dipped in 19 32 to 42 cents at the 
elevato r, which meant abo ut 30 cents o n the farm 
Gradually it climbed to aro und 80 cents. At the time 
o f the attack o n Pearl Harbo r It was $1.20 und It has 
gradually risen fro m there. 
American wheat is in greater demand than ever 
befo re because Canada and Russia, the two greatest 
pro ducers befo re the war, have slipped far do wn the 
list, leaving the United States in first place. Needs fo r­ 
merly met. by Canada and Russia are no w met by 
American granaries and, despite the fact that the 19 46 
cro p was an all-time high, the estimated carryo ver as 
o f J uly 1 this year will be less than half the 19 32-41 
average. 
There Is no precipito us dro p in wheat prices in 
sight to match that o f 19 21. The wo rld is to o sho rt o f 
wheat and will be fo r years to co me. 


Geo rgia Redeems Itself 
The ruling o f Geo rgia’s Supremo Co urt that Leu- 
tenant Go verno r M. H. Tho mpso n is the lawful head 
o f the go vernment and its pro mpt acceptance by Her­ 
man Talmadge have redeemed the battered imputa­ 
tio n o f a state that deserved better fro m its po liticians. 
Fo rmer Geo rgia Go verno r Ellis Arnall in his lec­ 
ture to ur since the Talmadge co up d'etat has been 
predicting exactly this o utco me o f the quarrel o ver 
successio n to the go verno rship 
Arnall has po inted 
o ut that the Supreme Co urt’s ruling against Talmadge 
had to be virtually auto matic, because the sta te co n­ 
stitutio n was clear o n the po int o f successio n The rul­ 
ing was so mewhat less than auto matic when it caine, 
ho wever-—5 to 2 against Talmadge. 
Meanwhile, the Geo rgia tangle has mo ved o ther 
states to lo o k into the po ssibilities o f similar co nfu­ 
sio n in their o wn laws o f successio n. The Ohio Senate 
has appro ved a pro po sal fo r a co nstitutio nal amend­ 
ment specifying tha t If a go verno r-elect dies between 
electio n day and inauguratio n day, his term wo uld be 
served by the lieutenant-go verno r-elect, the arrange­ 
ment no w reco gnized as pro per by the Geo rgia Su* 
preme Co urt. 


The Decisio n Is Made 
It is unfo rtunate, fro m the standpo int o f public 
understanding, tha t the questio n o f 
assistance

Greece and Turkey was raised by President Truman 
a s If the answer hadn’t already been given. 
Co ngress is no t go ing to decide whether to give o r 
to withho ld aid; that decisio n already ha s been made 
It was made during the war, when the United States 
assisted bo th co untries. Assistance also has been given 
since the Mid o f the war. 
Co ngress is go ing to decide what mo netary limit 
sha ll be placed o n assistance. Indirectly, it also writ! 
help to decide, thro ugh expressio ns o f co ngressio nal 
o pinio n, ho w far the State Department, the War and 
Navy departments and the White Ho use itself safely 
can go in carrying o ut executive po licies. Here again, 
as ha s happened so many time* befo re. Co ngress is 
being asked to co nfirm executive decisio ns already 
made. 
The United States Navy is demo nstrating its po wer 
in the Mediterranean. Paul Po rter has been to Greece 
as a special o bserver fo r President Truman. This go v­ 
ernment has been co mmitted by a presidential sta te­ 
ment to a po licy o f Interventio n in Greece and Turkey 
which Co ngress co uld no t reverse even if it wished to

Baham a bank—known 
to natives 
as “the m ud“—six thousand fish­ 
ermen in COO schooners and sloops 
used to hunt valuable sponges that 
for a century made this British 
colony an ex port center for the 
sponge trade. 
A epidemic fungus disease de­ 
stroy ed most of the sponge beds 
in 1939, however, and all but wiped 
out the islands' chief industry . 
Now seven m ajor oil companies, 
including a local subsidiary of S tan­ 
dard Oil cf New Jersey , are ex ­ 
ploring the sea bottom in search 
cf oil-bearing formations. All are 
operating 
under concessions from 
the Bahamian government
